There were l l canes 
of dog bite and eight canes of 
whooping cough. Most of the dis­ 
eases were reported in the months 
of Jan uary. February and Decem­ 
ber, the monthly record showing 
the following:

making a total of 165 canes of re­ 
la t a b le diseases having been listed 
w ith the health authorities. 
Thirty-five newer permits were 
issued; 52 restaurants inspected; 
and 12 milk distributors permits 
granted. There were HO dairy in­ 
spections; 44 nuisances reported. 
According to the records all milk 
distributors In Bristol have now 
installed clarifiers, with the ex 
repUon of one dairy. The clarifier 
process of cleansing the milk is 
considered much more satisfactory 
than the filtering cloth method. 
There has also been improvement 
in the sanitary conditions of 
the 
public eating and drinking place*, 
but more Is

desired by the 
health authorities.
